Push that caused 
death wasn’t 
manslaughter: Judge 


O Accused’s shoes were key evidence 
O Sentencing for attempted robbery set for June 6

Joseph McNabb pushed Evaristo 
Caniuman down and caused his 
death. 

But the force McNabb used 
in shoving the 60-year-old was 
“justified” within the murky 
circumstances of the tragic 
case and she should not be 
found guilty of manslaughter, 
a Manitoba judge ruled 
Thursday. 

McNabb, who is transgendered 
and identifies as a woman, was 
charged with killing Caniuman 
after a scuffle at Sargent Avenue 
and Young Street on April 10, 
2009. 

The victim died in hospital of 
blunt-force trauma six days after 
a confrontation with McNabb at 
the intersection. 

One eyewitness testified it 


looked as if Caniuman was hit¬ 
ting McNabb with one of her 
shoes. Police recovered them 
from underneath Caniuman’s 
body and it’s unclear how they 
got there. 

Justice Kenneth Hans sen ruled 
McNabb was justified in using 
force to defend her possessions, 
and the force she used wasn’t 
unreasonable as the Crown 
argued it was. 

The shoes were taken from 
McNabb under “mysterious cir¬ 
cumstances,” defence lawyer 
Martin Glazer said after court 
wrapped up. 

Hanssen convicted McNabb of 
attempted robbery after police 
found her rifling through Cani¬ 
uman’s pockets as he lay on the 
pavement. 

McNabb has spent 351 days in 
pre-trial custody and Glazer said 
he will request a time-served 
sentence.

Bruni blasts sexism 


O France’s first lady condemns comments that followed IMF chief’s arrest 
O One politician said rape case overblown — after all, ‘nobody died’ 


France’s first lady on 
Thursday backed an ap¬ 
peal by feminists con¬ 
demning sexist comments 
that followed the arrest of 
then-IMF chief Dominique 
Strauss-Kahn. 

Carla Bruni-Sarlcozy 
supported the campaign 
“Sexism: they (men) lose it 
and women pay” on her 
official website. 


More than 25,000 peo¬ 
ple have signed a petition 
organized by feminist 
groups condemning 

“misogynist comments by 
public figures” after 
Strauss-Kahn’s arrest on 
charges of attempting to 
rape a hotel chambermaid. 

Several commentators 
appeared to downplay the 
seriousness of the allega¬ 


tions or depicted Strauss- 
Kahn as the real victim — 
of rough American justice. 

One politician said the 
case was being overblown 
— after all, “nobody died.” 

A prominent writer dis¬ 
missed the alleged crime 
with a vulgar expression 
roughly meaning “getting 
into the maid’s skirts.”

neighbourhoods. 

It also is close to the 
courthouse where he will 
attend hearings. 

The townhouse includes 
a state-of-the-art theatre, 
gym, spa and four bath¬ 
rooms with jetted tubs and 
steam showers.

Student dies after explosion in shop class 


An 18-year-old student at a 
suburban Ottawa high 
school died after a drum 
with oil residue inside ex¬ 
ploded in a shop class 
Thursday. 

The student at Mother 
Teresa Catholic High 
School has been identified 
as Eric Leighton. 

When paramedics ar¬ 
rived, the student had no 
vital signs, meaning he 


was “clinically dead,” said 
Joe Micucci, director of op¬ 
erations for the Ottawa 
Paramedic Service. 

They were able to revive 
him and the teen was list¬ 
ed in critical condition in 
hospital, but he later died 
Thursday night. 

Five other people suf¬ 
fered non-life-threatening 
injuries, said a police 
spokesperson.# jessica smith

’Peg Pride Festival set to explode 


O Site relocation causes growth in Winnipeg Pride O Organizers say Pride has come a long way 


The Winnipeg Pride Festi¬ 
val is turning 24 and it has 
gotten huge. 

The festival is expect¬ 
ing roughly 30,000 partici¬ 
pants over the course of 
the event running from 
May 27 to June 5 and or¬ 
ganizers are looking to ed¬ 
ucate those participating 


on challenges facing the 
global LGBTQ community. 

“We’re fairly lucky 
here,” said Pride Win¬ 
nipeg chair Barb Burlcows- 
lci. 

“Not that we don’t have 
our own struggles, but 
just looking around the 
world, there are a lot of 


people who have a long 
ways to go before they 
evolve equal rights in 
their country.” 

The Winnipeg Pride 
Festival has come a long 
way since its start in 1987, 
when roughly 250 partici¬ 
pants marched through 
Winnipeg — some with 


bags on their head to con¬ 
ceal their identity — tak¬ 
ing the first steps towards 
equal rights in Winnipeg. 

Since then, the festival 
has done nothing but 
grow in both importance 
and size, said Burlcowslci. 

“For the older genera¬ 
tion it reminds them how 


far they have come and 
the struggle that they ex¬ 
perienced, and then they 
see a happiness in the 
youth that come out ... 
It’s amazing.” 

The festival includes a 
number of events happen¬ 
ing in Winnipeg’s down¬ 
town 


The pride march is 
scheduled to start at the 
Manitoba Legislative 
Building and will con¬ 
verge at a rally at the 
Forks. Musical acts 
Martha Wash, Rae Spoon, 
Sons of York and Tyrell 
Witherspoon will also per¬ 
form. • MORGAN MODJESKI

Social media have played 
an important role in the 
growth of the Winnipeg 
Pride Festival and is ex¬ 
pected to play a bigger 
role in the future, says a 
Pride official. 

“Were brining a lot of 
new things to the table,” 
said Scott Carman, direc¬ 
tor of media and commu¬ 
nications. 

“We realize that this is 


the way a lot of people are 
communicating these 
days, so we have been put¬ 
ting a lot of effort into our 
social media channels.” 

Pride Winnipeg has 
had more than 2,800 peo¬ 
ple “like” their Facebook 
page, compared to bigger 
pride festivals across the 
country.

“I think social media 
has let the Winnipeg 
Pride Festival flourish,” 
said Kyle Milner, who has 
participated in the festi¬ 
val for the last six years. 


“Now more people are 
more aware of when Pride 
Week actually is. Face- 
book and Twitter, in my 
opinion, have made 
ridiculous progress for 
the festival.”

Pride lager already 
a hit with customers 


O Half Pints and Pride team up to produce 3,000 litres of Queer Beer 


Pride Winnipeg has a new 
addition to this year’s Pride 
Festival, but it’s not a new 
float or event: It’s a cool 
lager with a raspberiy kick 
and it’s called Queer Beer. 

The beer, brewed by Half 
Pints Brewing Company, 
will be served during Pride 
events alongside Gio’s, 
Fame, Club 200 and at the 
Manitoba Liquor Control 
Commissions in Osborne 
Village and at Burnell and 


Portage. 

“Its really exciting for 
us,” said Scott Carman, di¬ 
rector of media and com¬ 
munications for Pride 
Winnipeg. 

“We own the brand and 
Pride Winnipeg will receive 
the royalties from Queer 
Beer.” 

When introduced to lo¬ 
cal store shelves last week, 
Queer Beer sold out in a 
matter of days. 


Half Pints Brewing Com¬ 
pany said the reasoning for 
getting behind the project 
was simple. 

“This is right up our al¬ 
ley,” said David Rudge, 
brewmaster and president 
of Half Pints Brewing Com¬ 
pany. 

“It’s a little cheeky, its lo¬ 
cally driven and locally fo¬ 
cused.” 

Rudge explained this 
kind of sponsorship is per¬ 


fect for Half Pints, saying 
they do things differently 
than traditional breweries. 

“We have a responsibili¬ 
ty to get involved and do 
things with groups that 
make sense for us,” said 
Rudge. 

“We’re not going to go 
and out and sponsor so- 
and-so’s shooter contest ... 
Our way of doing things is 
considerably different.”

Mayor to attend flag ceremony

Burlcowslci said that Katz 
being present at the flag¬ 
raising ceremony shows

from the mayor’s office. 

“Being a significant part 
of society is being accept¬ 
ed,” she said. “The develop¬ 
ment of support from city 
hall is significant at this 
point.” 

According to Katz, his 
absence from past flag-rais¬ 
ing ceremonies was just a 
matter of scheduling. 

“If you’re out of the city, 
or out of the country, you 
can’t be there,” said Katz. 


He went on to say that 
Pride Festival and the 
LGBTQ community are im¬ 
portant parts of Winnipeg. 

“(The LGBTQ communi¬ 
ty) makes a fantastic contri¬ 
bution to our city and to me 
that’s what it’s all about, 
making Winnipeg exciting, 
vibrant and fun.” 

When asked about the 
Pride Festival moving to the 
Forks, Katz said that wher¬ 
ever the event is held, it 
would be a success.

Operating profits for Cana¬ 
dian corporations contin¬ 
ued to grow in the first 
three months of this year, 
but at a slower pace than in 
recent quarters, as the eco¬ 
nomic recoveiy loses mo¬ 
mentum. 

Following the hefty 7.9 
per cent climb in the 
fourth quarter of 2010, 
first-quarter profits 

climbed by 4.2 per cent to 
$65.4 billion. On a year- 
over-year basis, profits for 
all industries were up 8.1 
per cent from last year. 

Statistics Canada said 11 
of 22 industries reported 
higher profits in the first 
quarter. The resource sec¬ 
tor was particularly strong, 
with oil and gas profits ris¬ 
ing 16.6 per cent, and pe¬ 
troleum and coal 


manufacturing profits up 
38.5 per cent. 

In the financial sector, 
profits rose 10.1 per cent to

LONDON. A group of 
researchers claims it has 
found the most distant 
explosion ever detected, 
a pulse of high-energy 
radiation sent by a disin¬ 
tegrating star near the 
very edge of the observ¬ 
able universe. 

The stellar blast was 
first spotted by a NASA 
satellite in April 2009, 
but researchers 
announced Wednesday 
that they have since 
gathered data placing it 
more than 13-billion 
light years away — 
meaning the event took 
place when the universe 
was still in its infancy. 

Andrew Levan, one of 
the scientists behind the 
discovery, said this blast 
from the past blew open 
a window into the 
universe’s early years, 
showing that massive 
stars were already dying 
within the first few hun¬ 
dred million years of the 
birth of the universe. 

This particular explo¬ 
sion wasn’t a supernova 
but a gamma ray burst, 
the name given to a 
short but powerful pulse 
of high-energy radiation. 
Such bursts, thought to 
result from the collapse 
of massive stars into 
black holes, shoot jets of 
energy across the 
universe.

You can call the title char¬ 
acter of Dan For Mayor a 
lot of things, but don’t call 
him dumb.

It’s summer music festival 
season, which means hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of con¬ 
cert-goers will herd into 
dusty fields or the wet 
grass and pass out from a 
combination of heat ex¬ 
haustion and over-in¬ 
dulging. Fun! But don’t let 
it happen to you. There are 
a few key do’s and don’ts 
to make the most of out¬ 
door shows this summer. 

Frank Bombaci Sr. is the 
organizer of the third an¬ 
nual B.O.M.B. Fest, taking 
place this May in Hartford, 
Conn. With marquee acts 
like Weezer, Snoop Dogg, 
Wiz Khalifa and Best Coast 
playing, we figured we 
could trust him to share 
some of his tips to do festi¬ 
vals right. 

Plan ahead 

“You want to get to the 
event early and stake out 
some good strategic spots,” 
says Bombaci. “With a fes¬ 
tival like ours, there is so 
much music and multiple 
stages, you should look at 
the schedule and map out 
your strategies. Anchoring 
your day around the one 
band you definitely need 
to see will help you figure 


out what you have time to 
check out elsewhere.” 

Don’t lurk by 
the main stage 

“Pay attention to all the 
stages and really give 
those artists the opportu¬ 
nity to be heard. At the 
smaller stages the music is 
phenomenal, even if lots 
of times people don’t real¬ 
ly know who they are,” he 
says. “They might be head¬ 
lining next year, so now’s 
your chance to see them 
up close.” 

What to carry in 

“It’s always good to bring a 
rain jacket,” says Bombaci. 
“You never know when 
the rain gods are gonna 
open up a bit.” Actually, 
yes you do. During every 
outdoor concert ever! An¬ 
other tip: Lots of festivals, 
like B.O.M.B., have relaxed 
the restrictions on bring¬ 
ing water into the venue, 
but not all. Find out ahead 
of time what you can 
bring.

Grilling Rub 


While this rub is wonder¬ 
ful on steak, also try it 
tossed with chunks of zuc¬ 
chini and summer squash, 
skewered shrimp and 
chicken breasts. 


Store in sealed jar.

• 50 ml (1/4 cup) kosher salt 

• 45 ml (3 tbsp) brown sug¬

• 2 ml (1/2 tsp) cayenne 
pepper 

• 5 ml (1 tsp) ground black 
pepper

pepper 

• 5 ml (1 tsp) pink pepper¬ 
corns 

• 5 ml (1 tsp) sweet paprika 

• 5 ml (1 tsp) smoked papri¬ 
ka 


Preparation: 

I ln a blender or spice 
grinder, or with a mor¬ 
tar and pestle, grind all 
ingredients together.

Winnipeg’s 
hockey 
future still 
up in air 

The Atlanta Thrashers’ 
owners and Winnipeg’s 
True North Sports and En¬ 
tertainment were still 
working through complex 
legal details on the sale 
and relocation of the team 
on Thursday. 

One of the Thrashers’ 
lead owners, Michael 
Gearon Jr., told The Associ¬ 
ated Press Thursday “noth¬ 
ing has been done yet.” 

True North would relo¬ 
cate the team to Winnipeg 
if a deal is completed. It re¬ 
portedly has agreed to pay 
$110 million US for the 
team and another $60 mil¬ 
lion to the NHL as a reloca¬ 
tion fee. 

Gearon said Thursday 
no new possible buyer has 
emerged with a bid for the 
Thrashers. 

NHL commissioner 
Gary Bettman has said 
time is a factor if the team 
is to make the move for 
the 2011-12 season. 

Even if an agreement 
has been finalized, it likely 
would not be announced 
on Friday, when Boston 
and Tampa Bay play Game 
7 of the Eastern 
Conference finals. 

Atlanta Mayor Kasim 
Reed talked on Tuesday as 
if losing the team is 
inevitable. 

“It is going to hurt the 
city but we will withstand 
it just fine and we will get 
through it,” Reed said. 

Winnipeg Mayor Sam 
Katz told the National Post 
on Tuesday he expected 
the sale to be final this 
week. 

The prolonged negotia¬ 
tions have not changed 
public expectation that 
the sale and relocation of 
the team to Winnipeg is 
inevitable.
